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Beagling In Bengal 





Two And A Half Couple Of Beagles 
Represent Only Pack Of “Little 


Hounds” In India

Calcutta, August 7—Major Gen- 
eral A. V. T. Wakely, C. B., D. S. O., 
M. C., late R. E., has another title 
which, I suspect, means as much to 
him as any of those mentioned, 
namely Master of the only Beagle 
pack in India. Eleven packs of fox 
hounds hunt the jackal in India, but 
the General's two and a half coup'e 
alone represent the famous breed of 
little hounds. 

I had just flown in from China 
and the change from the cool air of 
the Yunnan Mountains to the wet 
heat of Bengal hit one between the 
eyes. The monsoon clouds hung low 
in the sky, but little rain had fallen 
and the parched land seemed gasp- 


ing for moisture. Nothing in “act 
was further from my mind than 
beagling when Lt. Col. Simpson 


Dean, Master of the Vicmead, sud- 
denly appeared in shorts and an- 
nounced he was going out with 
hounds and would I like to come. 
Gulping the last of a gin sling I 
joined him and we drove to General 
Wakelys. 

The pack, looking very workman- 
like despite the heat, were gathered 
on the lawn under the charge of 
three Indian Whippers-in armed with 
staves. The object of the latter is 
to force a way through the thick 
undergrowth and to assist in jump- 
ing the deep ditches that abound in 
this part of Bengal. The General, 
Mrs. Wakely, two British majors, 
Col. Dean, and I made up the field. 

By this time it was six in the 
evening and the great heat of the 
day had passed. Occasionally warm 
breezes stirred the palms and in the 
shadow of the thorn trees it was 
Possible to walk without too much 
effort. Hounds were first cast into 
an acre of brambles, while the rest 
of us surrounded the covert. The 
little fellows drew it systematically 
and near the far end pushed two 
800d sized jackal into the open. 
Scent was so poor however, that 
despite the fact the jack was barely 
twenty feet ahead of hounds, they 
could not own the line. As one of 
the whippers-in aptly put it “the 
smell is not’. The remainder of 
the evening produced several more 
finds but hounds could do nothing 
with them, and we finally gave up 
and walked home in the gold and 
purple blaze of the Indian sunset. 

Over numerous long cool drinks 





I learned the history of the pack. 
Back in 1938 the General bought 
three hounds from Mrs. Otho Paget, 
Master of the Thorpe Satchville 
Beagles in England. These, Duster, 
Passion and Relish he brought to 
India. They showed great sport in 
the United Provinces, where the 
General was stationed. Later on in 
1940, on transfer to the Punjab, the 
General bred from the original 
hounds, and excellent sport was en- 
joyed in the country around Attock 
on the borders of the Northwest 
Frontier Province. When the Gen- 
eral went on active service to Bur- 
ma, Mrs. Wakely carried on with the 
beagles. In 1942 the General was 
in military charge in Bihar during 
the anti-Government trouble. Here 
again excellent sport was obtained, 
not only by the General and his staff, 
but also by the ‘rebels’, who after 
picketing the General’s house in the 
mornings, joined the beagles in the 
evenings. Possibly the object of the 
picketing was to ensure that the 
General did not disappear on tour 
before beagling time. 

In 1943 the General went to Ben- 
gal to assist in stopping the severe 
famine in that Province. His duties 
there left little time for beagling 
but they entailed tours throughout 
the Province, and the little hounds 
went along with him. In a laad of 
big rivers they travelled to covert by 
boat and hunted along the banks of 
the rivers. On these trips iirst-class 
sport was enjoyed, the only anxiety 
being to avoid chance encounters 
with tigers and panthers. This must 
be one of the few occasions in his- 
tory when the banks of the mighty 
River Ganges reverberated to the 
ery of hounds. 

The quarry hunted by the beagles 
is cosmoplitan, jackal, hare, fox, 
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jungle cats and baghrul. The latter 
is a Persian hunting cat. He is a 
stout runner and gives good hunts. 
When that elusive, but necessary 
concomitant scent is present, con- 
sistently good runs up to four miles 
and more take place. They are all 
within walking distance of the Gen- 
eral’s residence in the 24 Parganas 


District of Bengal near Calcutta. I 
noticed that the hounds were re- 
markably steady to cur dogs and 


never opened on any line until they 
were sure of its nature. 

The General started his hunting 
career with the Island Hunt in Ire- 
land about 1890. Coming out to 
India in 1926 he was Master of the 
Delhi Hounds for two seasons, and 
later Master of the famous Peshawar 
Vale Hunt, the ‘“shire’’ pack of 
India. He was personally responsible 
for the formation of the Masters of 
Fox Hounds Association of India in 
1929. The General is returning 
home in the near future and will 
doubtless renew his acquaintance 
with the 40 or so packs he has hunt- 
ed with in England and Ireland. A 
thorough sportsman and gentleman.

Huntsman Maddox on Bay Broom 
and Fred Embrey took hounds on to 
Mrs. Perkins’ land and jumped the 
coop on to the Iselins’, drew down 
on Goose Creek and hit there a small 





fox cub which had been seen before. 
Back hounds and cub went to Mrs. 
Perkins and the cub went in at the 
cliff back of her house. Hounds drew 
on down the creek and up to the 
Redman place through, according to 
George Bland, ‘“‘brars and booshes’” 
so thick you could hardly see your 
horses “‘haid.”” They crossed the 
creek at Millville and drew up to 
the old mill, turning sharp to the 
right across Benton's place, the field 
crossing the edge of Mr. Hitt’s and 
on to the high land, over the creek 
onto Mr. Warburg’s bottomland, 
over the bridge and home—nine 
o'clock and getting hot.

“took it under advisement” in a 
manner that left considerable doubt 
of his acceptance—which doubt later 
on crystallized into certainty with his 
definite declination. 

Having failed of its original ob- 
jective, the Washington Park Jockey 
Club decided to try a new opening. 

It announced that, Gallorette hav- 
ing defaulted, it was offering the 
same amount, under the same con- 
ditions, for a match between Basher 
and the 4-year-old filly Durazna, 
owned by Brownell Combs. The sel- 
ection of the latter, vice Gallorette, 
being due to the fact that she was 
the only member of her sex that had 
been able to defeat Busher this sva- 
son, The two had met on August 18 
in the rich Beverly Handicap at 
Washington Park. for fillies and 
mares of all ages above two years, 
and Durazna had triumphed, with 
Busher running 3rd. 

But on that occasion Busher, a 
3-year-old filly, had been askea to 
carry the inordinate burden of 128 
ibs., while Durazna, a_ 4-year-old, 
was carrying but 116. That is to say, 
Busher was conceding Durazna a 
year and 12 lbs., which, under the 
seale, was the equivalent of 20 lbs. 
This was too great a demand upon 
the younger filly and she finished 
3rd, beaten 3 3-4 lengths. 

In the match Busher was._§ sstill 
conceding Durazna 8 lIbs., as the 
scale decrees that over a mile, of 
ground in the month of August, a 
3-year-old should receive that much 
from a 4-year-old. 

Unfortunately when the day for 
the match came the conditions were 
poor. Rain had left the track in “‘off’’ 
condition while the skies were over- 
cast and the humidity excessive. im- 
posing severe handicaps upon the 
two contenders. 

The famous “big money” jockey 
George Woolf had been secured to 
ride Durazna, his reputation for 
success in races of this kind being 
at the top, especially on account ot 
his riding of Seabiscuit in the mem- 
orable match between that horse 
and War Admiral (he sire, by the 
way of Busher) at Pimlico in 1938, 
which was a big factor in its result. 

For Busher Johnny Longden, who 
the same season of 1938 led the 
American riders, was secured. 

Considering the forbidding day 
the crowd was large and the odds 
were: Busher 1 to 2, Durazna 1.10 
to 1.00. 

The start was made from. the 
chute letting into the lower end of 
the back stretch at Washingon Park, 
where the main oval is of 1 1-8 miles 
—hence the pair could not have 
been started over it without taking 
off about midway of the lower turn, 
which would have heen impractical. 
The two fillies sprang out of the 
gate almost instantly upon entering 
it and the duel was on.

jump. However, Poppy didn’t 
need too much being a mare 
15.2 hands and navigated the 
course quite handily. Another horse 
of Bob Ballard’s—Senator, 
ond who is just the opposite of Poppy 
in size being a big chestnut gelding 
16.2 who seemed to walk over the 
jumps. Third was Gallivanter, own- 
by O. D. Robinson, ridden by 
Rosalie Howell and fourth another 
of O. D. Robinson’s—Watch Me. 

Poppy scored another victory when 
she won the knock down and out 
preliminary on Thursday night. Four 
horses took this course clean— 
Poppy, Dark Susan, owned by Hugh

off Poppy was the victor with Golden 
Rule second and Dark Susan and 
King Hi had to jump off again for 
third with King Hi the winner. These 
first three horses were then qualified 
for the finals which were run off on 
Saturday night. King Hi deserves 
mention here due to the fact 
he is only four past and he is 
favorite with the crowd be- 
sensational jumper for 
his years. He popped up from no- 
where early this spring when Joe 
Nemeth of Hamilton purchased him 
and took him to Mr. and Mrs. Chas. 
Rungeling’s stable. Here he was 
long lined, trained to jump and taken 
across country and over jumps up 
to four feet but was not shown. From 
there he went to the Pogue stable in 
Toronto to be shown and sold and 
with Jimmy Pogue in the saddle at 
a few shows he was not on the mar- 
ket long for Charlie Loveless knows 
a jumper when he sees one. Since 
buying him Charlie has been offered 
some pretty enticing prices but his 
answer is always the same: “Why 
should I want to sell him? Where 
could I buy another like him?” And 
so King Hi is making a name for 
himself in his first year out and 
competing with some of the best and 
most experienced horses we have 
here in Ontario. 

Mrs. W. A. Willison of Galt who 
rode her Fallyn in this class is going 
to get the nickname of “Wrong 
Course Willison’ if she isn’t careful. 
We have seen her do it before but it 
was a shame she had to do it in this 
class. The course was once and a 
half around and down the center. 
After she made the once and a half, 
she forgot and went right down the 
side again making it twice around.

BE A SPORT 

“Be A Sport” is a neat compliment to the men who live for sport 
and sport’s sake for when people need bucking up, when they need 
to be encouraged and pulled together, they are told to act like sports. 

No truer complim n was ever given sportsmen but it takes a lot 
of living up to. There are ways and ways of being a sport and they 
all boil down to the simple formula, when things go wrong, just keep 
on taking it. That is what the world imagines a sportsman can do 
and that is what they feel is the example he must set to the rest of 
the world. 

On the cover of The Chronicle this week and last are pictures by 
one of the greatest of sporting painters. In 1791 Marshall was a 
young man, of peasant stock, rising by the strength of his art to a 
place of prominence in the sporting world. A coaching accident at 
the age of 51 so injured his head, back and nervous system that he 


was never able to really devote the full powers of a great gift again 
and the world lost much thereby. There were a number of painters 
coming on who soon took Marshall’s place in a very fickle world but 
this estimable man, not to be outdone, and realizing that he was no 


longer the artist which had made him his reputation, took to writing 


and became well known as Observer, in the old English sporting 
magazines of the early 19th century. Nor did he ever allude except 
in jest, to the manner in which his work had gone down hill. Such 


is what it takes to Be a Sport. 

This week there are some pictures of a few of the jockies who 
are racing. There is very little ever written about these sportsmen 
except for a few of the very top boys in the profession who occasion- 
ally come in for a word of praise. These boys have to know the very 
essence of what it takes to Be A Sport. Faced every day they ride 
with one of the trickiest most uncertain commodities, the winning 
form of a race horse, they must pitch their living on his stride. They 
must accept rides knowing their reputations are often at stake. They 
will lose more often than not and yet they must keep on sticking to 


the game, taking the good with the bad just riding for all they are 
worth. There are a lot of boys who are making their living on the 


pigskin, who should receive a lot more praise than they do now. In 
one of the pictures in our present issue, there is a jockey classed as 
a maiden and yet he has been winning steeplechases for some time. 
This is because the tracks don’t recognize steeplechase riding as 
qualifying a jockey to be other than a maiden when he goes to ride 
on the flat. That takes a bit of sportsmanship to understand. 

How many times have people in the show ring seen their top 
hunter whom they know can go to hounds and stay all day, beaten in 
the hunter division by a soft, fat horse which has been especially 
groomed for the circuit as a hunter and yet could not last a 5 minute 
burst out hunting. The owners who show the bona fide hunters

against such competition and who when beaten, don’t complain, yp. 


der stand the phrase, “ 


3e A Sport.” Then there is the breeder who 


has publicly staked his faith in a certain bloodline, has defended jt 
with his skill, his tongue and his pocketbook, only to find that the 
horse when got to the track has defied every prediction and for some 


reason, isn’t a winner at all. 


Somehow though, as that good sportsman O’Malley Knott, point. 
ed out last week, the Master who has given good sport one day and 
then knowing there will be no scent, goes gamely out to face his 
Field and to hear muttered behind his back, “Really what has the 
Master been doing with this pack, they’re giving no sport at all,” he 


has to be one of the best sports of all. 


He has no doubt been oy 


roading at sunrise during the summer, and worrying about farmers 
cooperation, fencing and any number of other things that go to make 


the life of the Master, not all riding in the front of his Field.

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Some Reasons Why The E. B. McLean 
Race Horses Headed The List Of Money 
Winners In America In 1928 





Foreword: The following article 
presents one of the most conclusive 
demonstrations ever made of the dol- 
lars and cents value of pasture ferti- 
lization as far as the horse business is 
concerned. Given free rein Dr. 
Humphrey would probably have 
found it more practical to use more 
lime and fertilizer on the land and 
fewer supplements in the manger and 
to have applied them in the late 
autumn rather than in July. How- 
ever that may be, the results actually 
obtained could hardly have been sur- 


passed. 


By Dr. R. L. Humphrey 
(An address before the Horse and 

Mule Association of America) 

July 1, 1926, at the invitation of 
the owner of Belmont Plantations, 
Leesburg, Virginia, I took charge, 
for a two year period, of his farm 
which was devoted entirely to breed- 
ing race horses. These horses were 
raced by their owner and breeder 
who raced no others. Although he 
had spent considerable sums_ of 
money to secure good breeding stock 
and although no expense was spared 
in training these horses, the results 
had been disappointing. For the ten 
year period ending in 1926, the 
stable had won an annual average 
of $36,364. While this figure may 
seem fairly substantial, it was not in 
keeping with the number of horses 
bred and trained. 

The owner was inclined to put a 
large share of the blame on his two 
stallions which had been extensively 
used. Colin had been unbeaten as a 
race horse, winning the most im- 
portant stakes of his day, but as a 
stallion was generally regarded as 
a pronounced failure. The owner 
warned me that the other stallion, 
The Porter, was also a failure. 

The trainer added that all the 
colts by The Porter would break 
down in training before they could 
be got ready in a thorough way for 
racing, They suffered. he said, from 
bad legs and soft joints. 

After hearing a good deal about 
how bad the horses were, ! went cto 
the farm for a thorough inspection. 
At first glance it was apparent that 
this farm was lacking in sufficient 
sass to carry the number of horses 
quartered there. However, on the 
Whole, the physical condition of the 
colts looked satisfactory. Their 
coats were bright and they were fat. 

Looking for a clue as to where io 
Start, I took blood samples from 
various colts which were the produce 
of across section of the mares— 
that is, from maiden mares, from 
Mares having had a few foals and 


from old mares having had many 
foals. These blood samples were 32nt 
to a well known laboratory (the bio- 
chemical laboratories at Johns Hop- 
kins University, Baltimore, Md.) for 
analysis. The report came back that 
all these animals, without exception, 
were badly deficient in calcium and 
phosphorous. Here was a clue worth 
following, pointing to a condition 
which could be remedied. 
Fortunately there was a consider- 
able accumulation of manure in the 
cattle yard. This was spread at once, 
and followed by an application of 
one ton of ground burnt lime to ihe 
acre. After the first rain, the land 
so treated was re-seeded with mixed 
clovers and a small amount of blue 
grass, Following this, on the same 


land, 350 pounds of 16 per cent 
super-phosphate to the acre was 
spread. These applications were 


made at the far end of the colt and 
filly pastures, partly because that 
end of the pastures had been badly 
neglected, and partly because the 
best grass there would mean addi- 
tional exercise for the stock going to 
and from the barns. However, so at- 
tached did the colts and fillies be- 
come to these far ends of their pad- 
docks that it was often necessary to 
send a man down to bring them back, 
even at feed time. Their preference 
for these fertilized and mineralized 
plots, which they had _ previously 
scorned, was unmistakable. 

All the horse manure from the 
barns was run through the cattle 
yard, and tramped down by forty 
head of cattle kept for that purpose. 
The cattle were fed cottonseed meal, 
shelled corn, ensilage and hay. Hogs 
were kept with the cattle in order 
to work up the manure, add their 
own manure to the mixture, and eat 
the grain undigested by the cattle. 
In working up this manure, the hogs 
exposed a great deal of it to the air 
and sunlight, thereby helping to ex- 
terminate the parasites in the horse 
droppings. 

As manure became available from 
the cattle yard, it was spread on 
the horse pastures. 

In addition, the feeding schedule 
was changed. The cook room was 
closed, and during my time at the 
farm was used only as a store room. 
No feed was cooked. Still following 
the clue of mineral deficiency, the 
heaviest oats oltainable ‘were 
brought from the Pacific Coast at a 
cost of $1.00 per bushel, delivered 
at the farm. The mineral content of 
these oats is so heavy in compari- 
son with standard oats that for pur- 
poses of supplying mineral deficiency

(whose quickness at the start is 
lightning-like) at terrific speed, grab 
the rail (which Busher had drawn) 
and compel the latter to run around 
him in order to peat him. 

But Longden, in the language of 
the railbirds, was not to be out- 
smarted. He placed Busher under 
pressure the moment the gates were 
sprung and while Durazna seized an 
advantage, it was insufficient for 
Woolt’s purpose and he was unable 
to cross over and force Busher to 
take up a stern chase. 

The flight up the back stretch was 
thrilling and held the spectators in 
tensest excitement. First one filly 
and then the other would show 
slightly in front. Twice Longden 
was obliged to draw his whip on 
Busher to prevent Woolf from achi- 
eving his purpose, but each time he 
did so Busher reponded with a fresh 
burst of speed and would draw up 
on even terms with her rival or 
slightly ahead of her. 

Woolf evidently realized that ‘f 
he could not deprive Longden of the 
rail all through the race up the 
stretch to the far turn, it would be 
still more difficult to do so once 
they had reached it. for he made 
still another attempt to do so just 





they appeared cheap even at that 
price. With these oats.was fed green 
alfalfa meal not exceeding one pint 
per feed together with bran, yellow 
corn and linseed meal. The colts 
were also fed a cod liver oil emul- 
sion containing calcium and phos- 
phorous. This emulsion was fed for 
ten days, then suspended for ten 
days, then fed for another ten days. 

During the ten day suspension, 
mineral oil was substituted. This 
was all the grain ration, based on 
the old theory that hard grain makes 
hard horses. 

At the end of ninety days from 
the time this feeding schedule and 
mineralizing program had been put 
into effect, blood samples were 
again taken from the same animals 
as before. This time, instead of re- 
porting by telephone, the cheizist 
from Johns Hopkins Laboratories 
called personally to find out what 
had made such a radical increase in 
the quantity of minerals showing 
in his analysis of the blood samples. 

At this point I should explain that 
I followed the course [ have just 
outlined because I believed that it 
is better to supply these minerals 
through the natural feeds as much 
as possible, rather than through 
artificial concentrates. 

The horses which had been racing 
for the stable in 1926 came back to 
the farm late in the fall of 1926 for 
the winter of 1926-27. They too 
were put on a feeding schedule as- 
suring an ample supply of essential 
minerals. Naturally it was with some 
anxiety and a lively degree of curi- 
osity that I waited to see what the 
1927 racing season would hold for 
our horses. 

The results were emphatic and 
surpassed my rosiest hopes. In 1926 
the stable had won about $46,000; 
that is, about ten thousand dollars 
more than its ten year average. Ir 
1927 it won over $186,000. In 1926 
it won 28 races,—in 1927 it won 58. 
The number of races won doubled, 
but the amount of money won, 
quadrupled. 

1928 was even better. The stable 
won 60 races worth $234,640, put- 
ting the owner in the enviable Josi- 
tion of leading the list of money 


winners. 


before they reached it; but again 
it was frustrated. 

All the way around the upper 
turn Woolf rode Durazna vigorous- 
ly and she answered his calls witb 
the most courageous efforts. The 
two fillies were laying so close to- 
gether that, as the saying goes, wne 
could not have slipped a sheet of 
paper between them. Durazna, the 
bulkier of the pair, laying over on 
Busher, down next the rail, in the 
most threatening manner. 

As they swung for home Durazna 
looked to have a head’s advantage 
and was running strongly; and as 
soon as they were straight both 
Jockeys began calling on _ their 
mounts for supreme efforts. Twice 
they seesawed for the lead by nar- 
row margins, now one, now the oth- 
er, assuming a_ slight advantage, 
both giving their best and showing 
no inclination to give up the strug- 
gle. 

As they passed the last furlong 
pole Woolf made his last desperate 
effort and started one of the hardest 
drives with Durazna possible to im- 
agine, giving her the whip, lifting 
and rallying her while under it she 
put forth her last resources of speed 
and courage in a manner that de- 
monstrated marvelous gameness. 

With a final surge she managed 
once again to head Busher and 
they were in that order as they pass- 
ed the last sixteenth pole. Bui 
another second and the advantage 
she had gained at such cost was 
lost. Busher began slowly but sure- 
ly to draw ahead while Durazna, no 
longer able to carry the fight to 
such an antagonist, though never 
showing the white flag, was slowly 
losing ground all the way to the 
wire, AS they passed it Busher had 
the better of her by three parts of 
a length and was beginning to draw 
out in a decisive fashion. 

The time marked a tremendous 
performance on the part of both fil- 
lies. With the track dull and slow, 
and very tiring to negotiate, the 
time by eighths was as follows:—

Front Royal Remount

Although a story on the work of 
the Veterinary Research Laboratory 
at Front Royal on periodic opthalmia 
was published in The Chronicle and 
in certain other horse papers a few 
weeks ago, horsemen generally do 
not seem to have realized the extra- 
ordinary importance of what has 
been discovered. Actually the news 
deserves four-inch headlines. Here 
is a disease which the American 
Veterinary Medical Association esti- 
mates causes a loss of at least half a 
million dollars annually in_ this 
country to civilian horses alone. It 
was known at least the fourth cen- 
tury A. D. and is found in the United 
States, Canada, Argentina, Germany, 
Italy, South Africa, Australia, Pana- 
ma, Hawaii and the Philippine Is- 
lands. 
been working for 
and several large appropria- 
tions have been made to discover 
some method of controlling the di- 
sease, but until General Kelser, 
Chief of The Veterinary Division of 
the Surgeon General’s Office estab- 
lished the Veterinary Research Lab- 
oratory at Front Royal some six 
years ago, the progress made had 
been exactly zero. Kelser picked 
three of his best young men and told 
them to go to work and to keep their 
minds open. For what they did we 
hereby nominate them for the Equine 
Hall of Fame—Major T. C. Jones, 
director of the Laboratory, Major 
Fred D. Maurer, and Lieut. Thomas 
O. Roby. 

How they made their discovery is 
in the best Ellery Queen tradition. 
A great mass of literature on the 
subject was first critically examined 
and digested. To their surprise they 
discovered that no thorough work on 
the pathology had ever been done— 
no one knew what the disease looked 
like in its various stages and there 
was not too much material on the 
appearance of a normal eye. Con- 
sequently the first step was the tak- 
ing over of a remarkable series of 
photographs of over 200 _ horses’ 
eyes in all stages of the disease. 

The second step was to examine 
the theories of previous workers in 
the field. In most cases the experi- 
mental work of others was repeated; 
nothing was taken for granted. 
Among the theories examined were 
those of bacterial organisms, par- 
ticularly the Brucella which causes 
Bang’s disease in cattle. Another 
was that of a filterable virus. It was

found impossible to infect a healthy 
horse with matter taken from the 
eye of a diseased horse, however. 

A third theory was that of hered- 
ity. A number of stallions 


(and 





mares) had been used by the Re- 
mount after contracting ophthalmia, 
including the great Dan IV. The 
records of their produce were care- 
fully studied, but there was no more 
incidence of opthalmia than in the 
produce of normal stallions. Thy- 
roid deficiency, hypersensitiveness 
or allergy, and intestinal parasites 
were other theories investigated. 
None of them yielded results, how- 
ever. 

Four years had now gone by and 
still they were no nearer a solution. 
Then came the break. As the dif- 
ferent Cavalry regiments were 
mechanized and sent overseas, their 
mounts were sent in to the Remount 
to be processed, re-issued to the 
Coast Guard for beach patrol work 
or otherwise disposed of. The Front 
Royal Depot had great numbers of 
these horses which were run in large 
pastures and fed from troughs. Be- 
fore long most of the grass was worn 
bare and at about the same time the 
incidence of opthalmia began to go 
up sharply. The only group of horses 
on the Depot that showed a greater 
incidence was the private mounts, 
which had more grain and care than 
any other. What was the reason? 

Jones and Maurer had recently 
been looking over the photographs 
of some work done at Harvard on the 
lesions produced in rat’s eyes when 
fed a diet deficient in Vitamin B2 or 
Riboflavin. They had noticed that 
these lesions had a close resemblance 
to the lesions produced in a horse’s 
eye by periodic opthalmia. Suddenly 
they saw daylight. Could this be the 
answer? ‘They knew that pasture 
was rich in riboflavin, that grain had 
comparatively little. Jones and Maur- 
er sat up half the night devising a 
series of experiments that would test 
this latest hypothesis. 

One group of horses was put on a 


diet which was deficient( although 
not completely lacking) in _ ribo- 
flavin. At the end of seventeen 


months 47% of this group had de- 


veloped eye lesions of one sort or 
another. The group of _ private 
mounts (belonging to officers) was 


selected for another experiment, 
10% of them had contracted opthal- 
mia during the past year and their 
owners were willing to try anything. 
These horses were given a pound of 
bran a day to which had been added 
40 milligrams of crystalline ribo- 
flavin, about the quantity which can 
be contained in a salt spoon. From 
November 1943 to the Present not 
one of these horses has developed 
periodic opthalmia. Some months 
later all of the horses at Front Royal 
were put on the riboflavin diet. 
There has not been a single new case 
of opthalmia since. 

A third step was to analyze var- 
ious horse feeds for their riboflavin 
content. The following table shows 
the results.

There still remains other prob- 
lems, however. What can be done 
for a horse once it has contracted 


the disease? How can opthalmia be 
discovered in its very early stazes so 
that preventive measures can ive im- 
mediately applied? What amount of 
riboflavin is necessary to keep a 
normal horse in healthy condition? 
Can adequate amounts of riboflavin 
be supplied through ordinary horse 
feeds or must we add it in synthetic 
form? The progress made in ans- 
wering these and other questions 
will be discussed in a later article.

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Bert Morgan, one of the best known track photographers, once was 
asked, “Did you start as a photographer?’ This hard working track photo- 
grapher replied smiling, ‘“‘No, I started as a little boy.” And he still looks 
like a little boy, though he has a son in the service. 

Born in England, two miles from the Grand National course, he grew up 
among horses and as a small boy he sold papers after school and at the time 
of the sinking of the Titanic, he noticed that he sold the same number of 
papers in one half hour as he usually sold from 4 p. m. until 7.

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Ernest Redmon Has An 
Eye For A Horse And 
Farms In The Black 


By A. Mackay-Smith 

Along the Little River Turnpike, 
not far from the village of Upper- 
ville, Virginia there stands a erove 
of magnificent oaks. During most of 
the summer months the only signs of 
activity among them is a herd of 
beef cattle, enjoying the shade they 
afford or drinking from the spring 
which rises on the far side. But on a 
Friday morning during the second 
week in June, the traveller is greet- 
ed by a very different scene, In the 
place of white-faced steers are horses 
and more horses,—hunters and Sara- 
toga yearlings, mares and foals, pon- 
ies and heavy drafts. For this is 
Grafton Farm, the property of Dr. 
A.C. Randolph, Master of the Pied- 
mont Hounds, and the scene of the 
Upperville Horse Show for nearly a 
hundred years. On this day (and the 
following) you can see the very best 
that Virginia produces in the way of 
hunters and bloodstock—and that 
means as good as any in the country. 


If you come on Friday morning 
and have a good eye for a horse, you 
will probably turn toward a group of 





farm near Upperville of 273 acres. 
making a total of approximately 600 
acres. The two places are farmed as 
a unit with three men and one set 
of machinery. About 40 acres are in 
woods, the remainder being arable. 
Each winter about 50 acres are 
ploughed—the fields where the grass 
is beginning to run out—and put 
into corn the following spring. This 
is followed the succeeding year with 
wheat or barley and then sown with 
a mixture of clover, timothy, blue 
grass, orchard grass, lespedeza and 
alfalfa. Hay is cut from this for two 
or three years—about 75 acres are 
made each year—and the fields are 
then pastured until the grass runs 
out, which it usually does in three 
or four more years. Every year two 
tons of lime to the acre are spread 
on about 60 acres. 

This rotation is characteristic of 
the better soils in the Piedmont 
section of Virginia. Except for a 
small amount of wheat there are no 
cash crops. All other crops—corn, 
barley, hay, and pasture are market- 
ed through the medium of livestock. 

Mr. Redmon keeps about fifteen 
grade milk cows, half of them Guern- 
seys, the other half Shorthorns, from 
which he sells cream. Every autumn 
he buys about 75 steers at the local 
weekly livestock sales weighing 
from 600 to 750 pounds. These are 
carried through the winter, largely 
on roughage, and fattened on grass 
and corn the following spring and 
summer so as to reach prime condi- 
tion and a weight of about a thou- 
sand pounds during August and 
September, the months when the 
price of finished beef is almost al- 
ways highest. He also keeps about 
six brood sows, which are bred to 
farrow in the spring and fall, and 
markets their pigs at about 200 
pounds. 

Mr. Redmon does not have a large 
investment in farm machinery, The 
work is done with eight Percheron 


siderable portion of the grain con- 
sumed—(Mr. Redmon buys his oats). 
There could be no better base for 2 
horse-breeding operation. 

Mr. Redmon has been breeding 
hunters for over thirty years. He has 
developed some outstanding blood- 
lines and has had frequent oppor- 
tunities to acquire many more. Just 
how many brood mares do you think 
he keeps on his 600 acres? Exactly 
two—and this is all he has ever 
kept. 

The moral of this is plain. If you 
want to be a successful breeder keep 
only mares of the very highest class 
and not too many of them. If the first 
part of this advice is followed it 
won’t be hard to follow the second. 
The supply of mares of this class is 
very limited indeed. 

Mr. Redmon bred _ Lueille II in 
1932. She is by Slieve Roi, who was 
the property of that master veterin- 
ary Dr. R. L. Humphrey, and out of 
Keosey who was bred by the Du- 
lanys at Grafton.

Behind Belmont Park 

There is a great deal of Belmont 
Park the race goer never sees.—The 
many barns with their inside tracks, 
the grass paddocks with most every 
stable: the mile training track, and 
near it the tool yard, where’ the 
tractors and graders and sprinklers 
are kept, where repairs are made; 
the green houses where all the flow- 
ers are grown used to decorate the 
grand stand. It is a long way too to 
the schooling field, back of the big 
track, hidden by a line of trees. 
Horses are only allowed to school 
on the big course in the in-field on 
Tuesdays and Fridays and they have 
to finish their schooling and get off 
the course by ten a. m., but the 
schooling field is open at any time

and can be used as long as neces- 
sary. There is a corral there with a 
solid board fence around it» and 
brush jumps, not so big as the rac- 
ing course. There are smaller brush 
jumps too and plenty of room. It is 
back by itself and a quiet and peace- 
ful place—no horses galloping or 
working on the track, just like a 
field at home. And after the school- 
ing and galloping, after some of the 
business is attended to, there is 
“The Kitchen” where anyone can 
go to get coffee and doughnuts and 
is apt 
to see Judy Johnson who trains 
Floating Isle, George Walker who 
rides him, Scotty, his pony waiting 
outside—the ponying done for one 
day, galloping boys, and jockeys,— 
busy and cheerful people, all of 
them. 


Scotty, The Ponying Bartender 

If you happen to be at the train- 
ing track at Belmont Park early any 
morning, you will invariably see a 
large man on a small speckled grey 
mustang leading a Thoroughbred, 
either going off or coming on to the 
track or galloping around it. He is 
called “‘Scotty’”’ and he is one of the 
best free lance pony boys in the 
business. The little grey horse carries 
265 pounds from ten to fifteen mi!.s 
every morning. Scotty weighs 225 
pounds and the stock saddle makes 
up the rest. They pony from eigni 


to ten horses a morning. Scotty also 
is a handyman and errand boy for 
many an harrassed stable manager 
and trainer. Somebody has to go for 
the blacksmith and if Scotty is 
around, he goes. Perhaps aud more 
likely a certainty, on Monday morn- 
ing a couple of rubbers have not 
come to work, Scotty helps. If husi- 
ness is slack after ten when the 
track is closed he works at tending 
bar and waiting on tables. If there 
are no horses for him to take to the 
post, he might take a nap fora 
couple of hours, then back to tend- 
ing bar, which occupation lasts un- 
til two p. m. There is really nothing 
pressing between two in the morn- 
ing and six, so Scotty sleeps, but that 
is the only time you can depend upon 
finding him asleep. And so it goes, 
a one-man corporation which is there 
with the goods. 


George 

At Barn 21 at Belmont Park lives 
a small black and white spotted dog. 
He is built like a dachshund, his 
ears not so long and his nose not so 
pointed and his tail cut short. He 
has black spots and speckles all over 
him and one black eyebrow. His 
name is ‘‘George” and he belongs to 
Emmett Roberts, a steeplechase rid- 
er who rides for Jack Skinner. Every 
morning George goes with the paper 
boy and makes his rounds, getting 
his breakfast on the way. And he is 
ticket to any barn. Going from bLarn 
to barn, talking to trainers, looking 
at horses is sometimes not an easy 
job. Trainers are busy from 6 a. m. 
until 10 and they have not marth 
time to talk to strangers about any- 
thing. It is a long way down to ‘“‘The 
Hollow” on foot or to Barn 47 to see 
Mr. Mulrenan and First Fiddle’ or 
“Spec”? Crawford. But George goes

Former Steeplechase Jockey 
Has Later Success Buying 
Prospective Steeplechasers 


I had a chat the other day with 
Fred Espin, once a 
steeplechase jockey, and 
preeder of bloodstock. He told me 
that when he got too heavy to ride 
he went to America and became as- 
sociated with the Laurel Park Stud, 


successful 
now a 


and, in conjunction with the Hon. 
Frank White, was commissioned to 
buy horses to export to the States. 
Out of the first twenty-eight Espin 
himself secured, twenty-six won 
races. Espin returned to this coun- 
try with a good knowledge of what 
was required in America, and was 
busy in that connection when Mr. 


Charles Schwartz arrived here from 
U. S. A. in Feby determined to have 
a runner in the 1926 National a few 
weeks later. He contacted Espin 
(who had ridden for him) and told 
him he wanted to buy a horse with a 
chance at Liverpool. ‘Expense is 
immaterial, Fred, you go ahead and 
find me something that will give me 
a show,” said Mr. Schwartz. At 
Hurst Park that same week Espin 
told Jack Reardon that he had drop- 
ped all other horse-buying activities 
to find a National horse. Reardon 
laughed and replied, ‘‘You’ve’ got 
some hopes’, and then recalled that 
Mr. M. D. Blair had had a _ horse 
called Jack Horner on offer, but he 
thought Jack Leader had got him. 
Espin looked up the form of this 
animal, and the following week went 
to Manchester to see him run in a 
three-mile ‘chase. Although he did 
not win Espin was so impressed that 
he approached Leader. That train- 
er explained that Jack Horner’s 
owners were wealthy people, so that 
money was no inducement to them 
to sell. However, on promising that 
Jack Horner should be left with 
Leader, and that Watkinson should 
ride him in the National, Leader 
promised to do what he could to ef- 
fect a sale. Espin then informed 
Mr. Schwartz that he was on the 
track of a likely animal, but that 
it would probably cost him the 
National Stake to buy him. “You 
do your damndest to get him if you 
think he has a chance,’”’ was. the 
American's reply. “I suggested that 
the Hon. Frank White should act as 
negotiator, (said Espin), and he did 
so through Jack Leader. There was 
a lot of criticism as to the price paid 
being ridiculous. and the late Bob 
Sievier remarked to me, ‘“‘There are 
plenty of mugs about, but I never 
thought you were one of them until 
I found you were responsible for 
this American buying a horse like 
Jack Horner to try to win the Nat- 
ional.” But win it he did, and Fred 
Espin added, “the laugh rested with 
me!” 


Fred Espin does not consider the 
National winner of 1926 (Jack Hor- 
her), the best horse he has been 
instrumental in buying. He tells me 
“My best buy was for Harold Fow- 
ler, also an American—and a real 
tip-top sportsman he was! Although 
setting on in years for riding over 
the sticks, he was very keen to have 
4 mount in the National. I had 
known him in America and advised 
the 
fences in England are very different 
fo those he had been used to in the 


him to get some practice, as 


States. I set about finding him one 
or two jumpers to ride and Sam 
Bennett trained them at Seaford. 
Fowler rode a lot of schooling and 
next season thought he was experi- 
enced enough to ride in a National, 
so it fell to me to find him a horse. 
Prices had gone up owing to so many 
Americans being keen to win the 
Liverpool race, and the Irishman 
asked four figures for anything that 
could jump. I was not stinted as to 
price, and set my mind on Scotch 
Eagle, a horse which I knew was a 
safe jumper and more likely to get 
round than a good many. Again I 
was up against an owner in Mr. G. 
Whitelaw, to whom a big price was 
no temptation to. sell. However, 
through Jack Scott, the trainer, I 
fixed up an appointment with Mr. 
Whitelaw, and succeeded in persuad- 
ing him to sell at £3500. Although 
a high figure for a ride in the Nat- 
ional, Scotch Eagle proved what Mr. 
Fowler wanted—a horse that could 
give him a good ride and get round 
in the Grand National. I told him 
to steer a clear passage, sit still, and 
let the horse do the rest. He did so 
and was almost as pleased as if he 
had won.”’ 


A Turf Tale 

Here is a true story told by one 
signing himself ‘Fortunatus” 
“Three boys, all natives of the same 
parish, all about the same age, were 
all launched on the world at the 
same time. One a few years ago be- 
came a popular jockey earning about 
£2000 a year. Another hecame a 
hard-working city clergyman, hold- 
ing a living valued at £327 _ per 
annum.

£400. The jockey boy’s father was

imported from England by Richard 
H. Dulany in 1887. Keosey herself 
made an outstanding record as a 
brood mare. In 1928 she produced 
Your Way by Out The Way, which 
as a three-year-old won the hunter 
championship at Madison Square 
Garden. Among other’ exceptional 
colts was Our Way which in the 
hands of Mr. Redmon, Mr. Ray Shoe- 
maker and Mrs. Harry Frank made a 
splendid record in the show ring. 
Followers of the Piedmont are fami- 
liar with a third—Highway—on 
which the huntsman has many times 
tied up the whole field over a really 
big fence. 

Lucille TI won at Upperville as a 
suckling, yearling and two-year-old 
and at Warrenton as a three-year- 
old, as well as many other ribbons. 
The total winnings of her produce 
would fill several columns of type. 
It will suffice for our purposes if 
we begin with the Upperville Show 
in 1940. Upperville is generally re- 
cognized as being probably the out- 
standing show in the country for 
hunter breeding stock. In that year 
Tucille If won the brood mare class, 
her foal Nancy Henry (by St. Henry) 
won the foal class, her yearling No 
Mistake (by (Whizzaway) won the 
yearling class, her two-year-old St. 
Mary (by St. Henry, won the two- 
year-old class, and her three-year- 
old Our Time (by Rayon) was sec- 
ond in the three-year-old class—a re- 
cord which is probably unparalleled 


in modern times at first class shows. 
In 1942 No Mistake went on to wip 
the Three-year-old Championship at 
Upperville and in 1943 One More 
Pennant by One’s Enough won at 
Upperville and again at Warrenton 
in the yearling classes, in the latter 
show beating Thoroughbreds as well 
as half-breds. He has since continued 
his winning ways. 


Mr. Redmon’s other mare is Polly 
II, now rather long in the tooth, who 
is by Sebago out of Polly I by 
Guardsman, out of a mare by Peter 
Simple. Polly I won the brood mare 
class at Upperville and earned her 
keep on the farm in the wagon, 
mower etc. Polly II was a good win- 
ner in broodmare ¢lasses_ unt! 
Lucille If came along. Her produce 
have won frequently at Upperville 
and elsewhere. 


A new mare has recently’ been 
added to the Redmon band. Consid- 
ering how closely Mr. Redmon has 
stuck to his own strains during the 
past twenty-five years, I was sur- 
prised to learn that he had bought 
this mare. I was even more surpris- 
ed when he told me that he had not 
yet found out how she is bred. When 
I asked him why he selected her he 
replied: ‘‘Well she’s the right type 
and I saw two really good colts out 
of her by One’s Enough”. That after 
all are the two main things to look 
for in a hunter proodmare. All you 
have to have is an eye for a horse 
like Ernest Redmon’s—the only dif- 
ficulty is that not many of us can 
measure up in that respect. 


The Redmon horses always appear 
at the ringside in the very pink of 
condition. Mr. Redmon feeds his 
horses himself, rarely trusting ary- 
one else to do it. He believes that 
horses, like humans, do best on a 
varied diet, and consequently feeds 
corn and barley as well as oats. He 
is not a believer in heavy grain feed- 
ing, and rarely gives more than six 
quarts a day to his show stock— 
much less than many feeders give. 
On the other hand he is a great be- 
liever in giving a horse all the hay 
he will eat, that it should be cut 
early and cured green and that it 
should be varied and have a large 
percentage of legumes. The very best 
of his hay is set aside for the horses 
and their condition really justifies 
his theories. 


I asked Mr. Redmon why ie had 
always stuck to hunter brood mares 
and had never used Thoroughbreds. 
“Well’, he said, “I just never have 
been able to find any Thoroughbred 
mares that would produce as well as 
these mares’. Certainly if Ernest 
Redmon can’t find them they must 
be pretty scarce.
